CLEVELAND, Ohio, Apyl 10.—Tom L. 
Johnson, twice Congressmah from the 
Twenty-first Ohio District, four times 
Mayor of Cleveland, ¢champion of three- 
cent street railway fare, and prominent 
advocate of the single tax theories of the 
late Henry George, died in his apartments 
im the White Hall, Bast 107th Street, at 
8:45 o'clock to-night after a jong illness. 
Death was caused by cirrhosis of the 
liver, -He was 67 years old. 

Mr. Johgson had been ill for more than 
@ year, but his condition was not thought 
serious until he suffered _a relapse on 
Wednesday, March U. He had been 


Mr. | Saining strength ever since he camé home 


after spending the Summer on Nantucket 
Island. On Saturday night, March 11, he 
left his apartments.and attended a ban- 
quet of the Nigi Prius Club, an organiza 
tion of Clevelaud lawyers. He remained 
there until 2 A. M. Sunday, agd when he 


returned to his home he complained of } 


not feeling well. 

The following Wednesday his condition 

was such that he wds. obliged to go’ to 
bed. From that day to the time of his 
death his condition was grave, though 
several times he made seemingly impos- 
sible rallies, and despite the fact that he 
realized he did mot have long to live, the 
former Mayor was cheerful-and opté#m- 
istic almost to the last.

After attending the 
common schools he started work as er- 
rand boy, and then clerk, in the otfice of 
the Loulsville Street Railroad Company, 
Tt was an excellent train! for a man 
who all his life was to d with st 
—22 He learned the practical si e 
of the work, and also the secrets of busi- 
ness diplomacy with its dealings with 
Owners of rights of way and franchise- 
gfanting Aldermen. 

His first successes came from his inven: 
tiohs. He devised an improved nickel-in- 
the-slot box for cars, which ran through 
unfrequented districts where conductors 
Seemed expensive luxuries, and an auto- 
matic switch and the high steel rail, used 
on all important lines. They were s0 

rofitable that when he was only 22 

ohnson was able to take a step in the 
business world. There was a small street~- 
car me in Indianapolis going cheap, and 
he became its possessor. ing hold of 
it with a will, he soon revived its fortunes 
and with the profits he pcals ulred another 
decrepit line in Cleveland hio. 

Mark Hanna’ was then the acknowledged

No Secret Treaty Between Diaz 
and Mikado Caused Concen- 
tration of Our Troops. . 


BIG NAVY MEN ARE BLAMED 


Charges in Washington That Large 
Sums Have Been Spent to Pro- 
mote Enmity Against Japan.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Prompt and 
authoritative denial was given to-day. to 
the latest form: of the Japanese-plot-in- 
Mexico explanation of the sudden mobill- 
zation of Gen, Carter's ‘‘ manoeuvre di- 
vision’ of troops in Texas. Word came 
directly from the Bresident that‘ there 
was no truth in the tale, and several 
Senators and Representatives, membe 
of the two Foreign Committees, to whom 
the’ entire correspondence dealing with 
the situation had been submitted, public- 
ly declared that the name of Japan aid 
not occur once in ft.

Quick Denial by President. 


Senator Burton of Ohio was one of the 
earliest callers at the White House this 
morning. When he left the éxecutive of- 
fices he said:

Theres not 
one word of truth in it.” 

Senators Bacon and Stone, members 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations 
also saw the President, and afterward 
denied the story. Senator Bacon was 
circumstantial. he President had shown 
him some time ago the whole correspond- 
ence and the reports on*which the mobili- 
zation wag ordered. \ 

‘“*Japan was not even mentioned in the 
dispatches and other data shown me by 
the President,” said the Senator. ‘ The 
troops were sent to Texas because of 
the trouble across the line. . The Presi- 
dent did not know what might happen 
should the ‘revolution spread, should 
President Diaz be unable to co with 
his difficulties, or should anarchy pre- 
vail throughout the republic. It takes 
Congress. some time to meet and fix 
upon a policy to ern such instances 
as that. The President therefore thought 
it wise to have the troops in readiness 
in case their services across the border 
were needed. That was the one reason 
and oor reason which the Administra- 
tion had for mobilizing the troops. 

*“*T know this to be true’ because I saw 
copies of every official dispatch sent out 
or received*at that time. That was the 
substance of the whole matter as it was 
outlined to the members of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. I am prepared to 
take oath if necessary that the esident 
was not double dealing with this commit- 
tee. He is incapable of such a:thing. If 
the Japanese matter referred to this 
morning had been the real cause for our 
army movement the President has never 
given one intimation of it to this commit- 
tee, and I know that he would not with- 
hold information in such a case.” 


Due to a Battleship Cabal. 


The same line of denial came from 
Representative Sulzer of New York, Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Foreigt 
Affairs, to whom the President submitted 
copies of the data in the case last week. 


He sajd that the matter which had been 
Phe him by the President was confi- 
ential and he would not disclose what 
it was, but he did declare with emphasis 
that Japan was not mentioned in it. 
There is a disposition &mong certain 
Senators and Representatives to regard 
the continued repetition of this Japanese 
story as the work of a determined con- 
spiracy. Representative Foster of Ver- 
mont, former Chairman of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, went into 
this phasé of the matter at some length 
this afternoon. ° 
be “I am absolutely convincedy’’ he said, 
oy 3 there is a criminal conspiracy on 
foot for the purpose of bringing on a war 
between the United States and Japan. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars @re 
pes spent to carry on this prop 
and I am confident that the plans of these 
conspirators will unfold themselves before 
very long. I am convinced that this con- 
stant agitation for a war between the two 
nations is nothing but a subterfuge em- 
ployed by those people who are determined 
that this Government shall build not less 
than two battleships each year.

The cities of Sahua- 
ripa, Fronteras, and Arizpe, capitals of 
the distficts of those names, have been 
entirely abandoned by the Federal 
Government.. Cananea has only a portion 
of one troop of Federals with volunteers; 
Moctezuma is arded by a handful o 
volunteers. The Federal troops are massed 
at Hermosillo alone. 

An insurrecto raid is reported on the 
Porvenio mines, all horses, arm and 
supllies having been taken, it is said, and 
many of the mine workers having been 
impressed into service with the rebels. 
The mines are owned by an American 
company.

Until recently he 
said there was but one BDuropean count 
whose laws governing the matter of yet d 
dents to railroad employes were as inhu- 
man and stupid as ours. That country 
was Turkey, and now she has forged 
ahead of. us. . 

“Our civilization hag not broken down 
all at once under this advancing,lawless- 
ness. It has/taken time. In 1881 there 
were twenty-four murders for every mil- 
lion of population. In the next fifteen 
years the murder rate w six times 
faster than the population, till ~to-day 
we read with indifference such newspaper 
headlines as you can see any day in 
any paper, such that if bea appeared 
in any European paper would cause a 
downfall of the form of government.” 

The speaker traced this lawlessness to 
political corruption, particularly the ex- 
ploitation of “ the‘souls and ies of the 
defenseless,’ and he traced this political 
corruption to the clumsy inadequacy of 
our form of government, which offers no 
incentive or reward to the efficient. He 
continued: 

“Ours is the only country in the civ- 
ilized world that employs the untrained to 
do its governing. Government in the 
United States is the‘only business. that 
employs unskilled labor. ‘We give our of- 
oe Ils no permanency of job; no power, 

no income. What wonder that Cali- 
fornia was governed by a railroad com- 
pany! What woyld you think of a uni- 
versity that changed its President and 
Faculty every few years and didn’t y 
enough to aes good ones any way? at 
kind of univérsity would you have when 
you permitted such a system?’’ 

He questioned whether Democracy had 
proved itself as effective in creating gov- 
ernment forms as in criticising them, and 
spoke of the queer results which came 
out of our constructing our Govergment 
from the top down. 

Paying his respect to the poanent cit 
Charter, he quoted a man whom he di 
hot name, but whose description led many 
to believe was Senator Root: 

“This. man told me that if the devil 
himself and all his angels had set out to 
design a Charter that would permit all 
sorts and conditions of lawlessness they 
could not have hit upon anything better 
for their purposes than’ the one we have.”

GLUE IN STYLE OF HEADGEAR 


Red Paint Decoration and the Monw- 
ment’s Proximity to the Temple of 
Chephren Cleared the Mystery.

BOSTON, April 10—Prof. George A. 
Reisner, the Harvard archaeologist, has 
solved the mystery of the great Sphinx, 
which has puzzled scholars for ages. It 
is a sculpt portrait of Chephren, a 
Pharaoh of Egypt of the fourth dynasty, 
who ruled in the year 280 B. C. The 
announcement of the solution of the 
mystery was made for the first time “to- 
day at the. opening of the exhibition of 
the collection of the Harvard Egyptian 
expedition at the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts. , 

The discovery was made on the recent 


_| archaeological expedition, which was sent 


to Egypt by Harvard and the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, in charge of. Prof. 
Reisner. The proof. which -settles con- 
clusively the identity of the great mys- 
terious monument was unearthed in re- 


cent excavations.

The train was stopped, and’ Con- 
ductor Green found outside ‘the outer rail 
a stone so large. as to require two men to 
lift it. Two smaller stones had lain inside 
the rail, and had bé=n caught beneath the 
underwork of the motor car. The ties 
were gouged and the stones were ground; 
but the train did not leave the@racks. It 
was not running very fast af the time. 

The trainmen said that had the larger 


stone been inside the rail the train would 
surely have been derailed. Earlier in the 
day a number of laborers

FIFTY YEARS OF TECHNOLOGY 


Massachusetts Professor Deplores Sur- 
vival of Mediaeval Secretiveness. 


BOSTON, April 10.—Scientists, educa- 
tors, and captains of industry from many 
parts of the country began to-day the cel- 
ebration of the fiftieth inniversary of the 
granting of the charter to the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. An imfor- 
mal smoker was held to-night in Sym- 
phony Hall, more than a thousand alumni 
being present. 

President Richard C. McLaurin was in 
the chair at the opening of the “ Congress 
of Technology,” as the anniversary cele- 
bration is styled. He dwelt upon the ex- 
pansion of the institute and its ample ful- 
fillment of its mission. 

Willlam H.” Walker, [Professor of In- 
dustrial Chemistry in the institute, made 
the second address. It was a plea for a 
more generous publication of the results 
obtained in mo@ern industrial research 
laboratories.

EARTH SHOCKS IN ROME. 


City Is Alarmed by Two Tremore— 
Loud Rumblings Heard in Sicily. 


ROME, April 10.—Two earth shocks 
were felt here to-day. The first occurred 
early in the morning and the second, 
which was somewhat lighter, about noon. 
Some alarm was caused in the city. In 
the city jail there was a considerable 
panic, the prisoners. making two, attempts 
at mutiny, which were quickiy sup- 
pressed, 

In the villages surrounding Rome the 
shocks were more severe and at various 
places the people showed great alarm, al- 
though no damage was done. 

MESSINA, April 10.—About 7 o'clock 
this evening loud rumblings were heard 
in verious districts in Sicily; A sudden 
flash of light: was also observed and an 
electrical condition ‘of the atmosphere. 
No earth shocks were recorded. It is 
beHeved that the disturbance was caused 
by the falling of a ball of fire. 


BOAT FOUNDERS; 20 DROWN. 


The Iroquois Turns Turtle Off British 
Columbia—Eleven Were Saved. 


VICTORIA, B. C., April .10.—Twenty 
lives ‘were lost when the\steamer Iroquois 
foundered and turned turtle off Coal Isl- 
and early to-day. Five bodies have been 
recovered, those of Olsen, fireman;~Hart- 
nell, steward; a Chinese co@k, and two 
passengers, unidentified. Out of the ship's 
company four passengers and seven of-the 
crew were saved. There were about fif- 
teen passengers on board and a crew of 
twelve.

ployes, mostly girls, met death. Yester- 
day’s -wiinesses, as soon as they had 
completed _ their testimony before | the 
Coroner, “were sent to the Grand Jury 
rooms, in the Criminal Courts Building, 
where District Attorney Whitman . took 
them in charge. ; 
The Coroner summoned this jury: Frank

The first witness heard was James 
Whiskeman, an engineer, who had been 
retained by the District Attorney to take 
Asch Building measurements and prepare 
data on the fire prevention system em- 
ployed. He told ofa 76-foot table on the 
ninth floor, back of which there was an 
aisle space of 36,jnches, 30 girls being 
seated at sewing hines in this aisle. 
The motors required to run the machines 
had to be provided for in the aisle space. 

On the seventh floor he found a run- 
ning belt used in operating machines that 
crossed the floor a foot above it, em- 
ployes being compelled to jump over the 
belt whenever they wished to pass in or 
out of the, room. 

“There were but two stairways in the 

,”” he said, *‘ whereas the lay re- 
quires three for buildings of that dfmen- 
sion. But at the same time the Building 
Department approved the plans and of 
the one fire coche, which buckled at the 
eighth and ninth floors, and ended in a 
blind air well in the rear.” 

Louis Brown, the machinist on the 
eighth floor, who figured prominently in 
the Fire Marshal's investigation, inter- 
ested many of the Coroner’s jurors. They 
plied him with questions, mostly having 
to do with the technical side of shirtwaist 
manufacture. 

Brown said he: was still with the Tri- 
angle Com y at its new plant, opened 
since the fire. “* The girls: worked back 
to back,” Brown testified. ‘“‘ While sales- 
men and buyers who came through the 
place, and cutters as well, often started 
to smoke, they were always told to put 
out their cigars or cigarettes.” 

“hn describing the manner in which he 
forced a Greene Street door open after 
discovering the fire, Brown at first said 
he turned a key in the lock, and later said 
the door was not, generally locked, but he 
thought a girl might have locked it in her 
excitement, 

Assistant District Attorney Rubin, who 
had conducted a preliminary investiga- 
tion for the Grand Jury, questioned 
Brown very closely about the locked door 
incident, obtaining a final admission that 
he did not know personally whether the 
firm kept the doors locked or not and did 
not know whether or not it was a usual 
custom to search the girls as they left 
for home each night. 

This morning the Coroner’s jury and 
the Grand Jury will combine in a trip 
to Washington Place to look =, the 
Asch Buildi and study the scerfe of 
the fire disaster. 

District Attorney Whitman, in refusing 
last night to comment upon the day's 
progress in the Grand Jury room, inti- 
mated that in a day or two he might 
have a staternent of the greatest impor- 
tance to give out. He would not say 
whether this. involved officiais of any 
particular department or bureau. 

Doorsills, doors, window trimmings, and 
bits of charred — machines were 
carried to the Grand Jury rooms from 
the Asch Building in patrol wagons just 
before noon, the work of. collecting the 
specimens desired having been in charge 
of the District Attorney's two engineers, 
John Moore and James Whiskeman. 
Both of these men appeared before the 
Grand Jury as witnesses during the after- 
noon. 

While the official investigations were in 
progress a permanent bureau on fire pre- 
vention was being formed at a meeting ‘in 
the Directors’ room of the United Char, 
ities Building, which was attended »y_4d- 
ward T. Devine, R. Fulton Cutting, John

Police Find Man Who Returned Secur- 
ities Stolen from Broker Bancroft. 


A young man was arrested early Sun- 
@ay morning in front of Churchill’s res- 
taurant, on Broadway, by Central Office 
Detectives Armstrong, Cohen, Millmore, 
and Loughlin, charged with being im-

vs Plicated in robbing Aaron L. Bancroft, 


the aged member of the Consolidated 
‘Exchange brokerage firm of George Ban- 
croft & Co., of $85,000 in securities in 
the basement of the Consolidated Ex- 
change on March-2. At Police Head- 
quarters he said he was Frank J. Plass, 
30 years old and a jeweler. Wiliam M. 
Sullivan, the attorney for Brancroft & 
Co., promptly identified him. 

“He is the go-between,” said Mr. Sul- 
livan, ‘‘the man who telephoned to me 
that I could get all-the securities back if 
I would meet him at Fourteenth Street 
and Fifth Avenue and give him $6,000, 
I met him, and he took me for a taxicab 
ride, during which he took the $6,000, but 
only returned $65,000 worth of. securi- 
ties, threatening me with a revolver when 
I asked for the reét."’ ¢-% 

Plass was arraigned before Magistrate 
Breen yesterday on a charge of grand 
larceny, and remanded to. Police Head- 
quarters for further examination. 

Later Plass was taken to the District 
Attorney's office and was examined hy 
Assistant District. Attorney Emory R. 
Buckner for about an hour. It was said 
later that Plass had made a confession 
implicating at least one other man in the 
robbery. 

The Incident to which Mr. Sullivan re- 
ferred when he identified Plass occurred 
On March 24. After Mr. Bancroft had 
been jostled by two dapper and profuse- 
ly apologetic young men in the basement 
of the Produce Exchange on March 2, to 
learn four days later that they had taken 
a heavy envelope containing $85,000 worth 
of securities from his pocket and substi- 
tuted for it one stuffed with worthless 
paper, Mr. Sullivan took charge of the 
search for the thieves. He sent out a 
list ‘of the securities broadcast, so that 
no payment on them should be made. A 
few days after this he learned that the 
securities had been offered for sale in 
Boston. The thieves were avaricious, re- 
fusing an offer of $75,000, 

The securities were not offered for sale 
again, and yesterday's arrest might never 
have been made had not the Bancroft 
firm applied for duplicate certificates to 
the various corporations which had 
issued the originals. The firm learned 
that it would have to put up an indem- 
nity bond of $250,000 to protect the cor- 
Sege against ssib through 
the duplication. he premium on this 
indemnity was found to ge 000. Mr 
Sullivan thought it best to offer a cash 
reward of $6,000.. This was advertised 
widely. Several days later Mr. Sullivan 
was called to the telephone.

e olen securities exchange for 
$6,000,"" a man’s voice said. 

The lawyer agreed to the meeting, and 
it took place on March 24. In the taxi- 
cab, Mr. Sullivah says, was the young 
man now under arrest. Mr. Sullivan 
turned over the reward to the young man, 
who in turn gave him an envelope. 
When Mr. Sullivan opened this he found 
that certificates for shares of Smelt- 
ers, worth $22,000, were missing.

WE NEED AN AMPHITHEATRE. 

There is a chance that negotiations 
now pending for the sale of Madison 
Square Garden may come to nothing, 
It seems a pity to tear down a unique 
structure which has served so many 
good purposes, especially as the pur- 
poses exist and must be served here- 
after, As we have previously suggest- 
ed, the purchase of the building by the 
City seems feasible, as At could then be 
rented without difficulty to a tenant 
who would willingly pay 4 or 5 per 
cent.,of the purchase price as a yearly 
rental, The building might be made 
profitable, too, in this case, in spite of 
ithe heavy incidentel expenses, by, 
‘pbuilding shops on the two avenue 
fronts. There ie a great deal of waste 
space at the Madison Avenue end. 

For forty years there hag been an 
amphitheatre on the present site. As 
Gilmore’s Garden and the Hippodrome 
it was as useful as under its later name 
of Madison Square Garden. ‘Splendid 
as the design is of the present building, 
it was never practical. The tower is 
beautiful but useless. The theatre has 
rarely paid expenses, and the little con- 
cert hall has always been superfluous, 
Theatre and concert hall could be elim- 
inated by a tenant of the city, a& well 
as the long passageway approaching 
the amphitheatre from Madison Ave- 
nue, without decreasing the space now 
available for fairs, festivals, and oxhi- 
bitions. But if the sale of Madison 
Square Garden is completed and the 
doom of the graceful tower, with its 
gil.ed Diana, and the vast amphithea- 
tre is now sealed, there will be a de- 
mand before long for the erection of 
another vast building for great assem- 
blages, fairs, and shows. The demand 
will be acted upon, too. 

What New York needs it gets. There 
will -be a new amphitheatre az com-~- 
modious as the old one, and doubtless 
its equal if not its superior architect~ 
urally, and better suited to its purpose. 
The most essential thing would be that 
it should be placed right, where it could 
be seen, and. where it would be in har- 
mony with its surroundings. Such a 
building cannot be hidden around a cor- 
ner. Vast topographical and architect- 
ural improvements are needed in this 
city. In future building operations, on so 
large @ ecale, the idea of permanent 
embellishment of the city should not 
be overlooked.

THE MEXICAN SYNDICATE OF LIARS 

It is well known that rebels gna ine 
surrectionists gre great Mars, and that 
their sympathizers are much given to 
the invention and dissemination of un- 
truths. Great activity in the fabrica- 
tion of wild tales hag been shown by the 
friends and supporters of MapzgRo, who 
is carrying on an insurgent Insurrection 
against the Mexican Government, the 


i agents of the Junta in this city have 


produced gome, notable fictions about 
conditions in Mexico, and at San 
Antonio and El Paso the business ap- 
pears to be thoroughly organized, inso- 
much that newspapers are obliged to 
scrutinize. with much care news dis- 
patches originating at those points. 

The story about the secret treaty be- 
tween Mexico and Japan granting to 
Japan coaling privileges for her navy 
in Lower California belongs to this 
category of juntist inventions, This 
tale was told to the correspondent of 
Tuk Times at San Antonio on Sunday. 
The correspondent communicated it to 
the office, as it’was his duty to.do, but 
in a private telegram not—written for 
‘publication.

This tale was not printed on referred 
to in Tam Times. The Fathi Yo that 
our Ambassador to Mexico had told the 


narfator about the secret treaty and 


the photographic copy . thereof, was 
enough ‘to condemn it as a fabrication, 
if its truthfulness had not been open 
to the gravest suspicion on other 
grounds. These other grounds were, 
and are, that this country has just con- 
cluded 9 treaty with Japan which 
cements the friendly relations of the 
two countries, that the ratification was 
made an occasion foF the exchange of 
assurances of amity and esteem be- 
tween the President and the Emperor of 
Japan, that the existence of any secret 
treaty or the attempt on the part of 
Japan to secure a coaling station in 
Mexico have been officially dented. 
Moreover, President Tarr had a very 
frank talk with Congressman Sutzer of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of, the 
House and some other members of the 
committee last week, which satisfied 
them that “Japan had nothing ‘to do 
with the mobilisation Which was 
brought about solely by conditions in 
Mexico,” i 
‘We regret that a newspaper of this city 
should have seen fit to give space in its 
columns to a piece of “news” so 
obviously unworthy of trust. The tale 
was published yesterday morning un- 
der the “date of Mexico City, April 
9. We were informed by our San Antu- 
nio correspondent that the author of the 
story made the condition that if used 
it should be under a Washington 
date line. That request in itself threw 
doubt upon the trustworthiness ef the 
report. The publication of such a story 
ie to be regretted, because it does mis- 
chief, and nothing but mischief. Wash- 
ington takes that view of it, evidently, 
as the President and Secretary Knox 
yesterday regarded it of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant official denials. 
The story of the secret treaty and of 
Ambassador WI.Lson’s report ‘was 
repudiated by the President in con- 
versation with Senators, and Sécretary 
Kwox declared that there was. not a 
word of truth in the report. It is, in- 
deed, known to Tx» Tiwes, and knows 
on authority that cannot be questioned, 
that In the reports made to our Govern+ 
ment on which the dispatch of the 
troops was ordered Japan was not 
mentioned. 

It would, of course, be for the interest 
of the’ insurrectos to have the belief 
spread in this country that Japan has 
made moves in Mexico unfriendly to us. 
There would then be less popular criti- 
cism of the presence of troops in Texas. 
But the presence of troops in Texas has 
been accounted for to the satisfaction 
of al} yeasonable men. It was not the 
intrigues of Japan, but the condition of 
affairs in the Republic of Mexico, that 
made necessary the dispatch of the 
troops. President Diaz is old, his au- 
thority is much shaken, the continuance 
of his Government is under menace. 
The danger has been recognised that at 
any moment he might be overthrown. 
On the other hand, Mapmno, the chief 
of the insurrectos and an aspirant to 
the Presidency of the republic, is not a 
person of commanding force of char- 
acter. In fact, he is a weak man. In 
his ambition to be President he would 
have more than one rival. Anybody 
can see that in such a situation, if Drags 
should lose his grip on administrative 
power, there might be, there probably 
would be, no other hand strong enough 
to seize and exercise it. A condition of 
anarchy would be the result. The lives 
and the property of Americans and of 
other foreigners resident in Mexico 
would be in imminent danger. 

In such an emergency injferference by 
our Government for the purpose of pre- 
serving order and protecting life and 
property would be a course sanctioned 
by many precedents, and urgently de- 
manded on grounds of humanity and of 
International peace. This understand- 
ing of the President's motives in or- 
dering the troops to Texes has becn 
sufficient and satisfactory to all candid 
and reasonable men. Criticism of his 
action has been apparently tgnorant or 
partisan, and perverse. But this ex- 
planation of the presence of troops in 
Texas ia the true one, and any other 
that involves the name of Japan is 


false.

tage of this method is that in due time |,

By so doing CongLIN ignored no end-of 
sound and sensible advice that has been 
given by police officiala and other ex- 
perts.

As a result, he ie dead, his 
wife is a widow, and his children are 
fatherless, while to balance these dis- 
astrous consequences @ great corporation 
lost only $14 or $15 instead of three or 
four times that much. 

Thus viewed, the station agent's course 
seems the reverse of wise. Just the same, 
everybody who reads the story of Conx- 
Lin's death will seg, not ite folly, buf ite 
heroism, and will thrill with admiration 
for one who was a real man—for one who 
did not count cost in a matter that in- 
volved his own rights and those of his 
employers. He would have been excused 
if he had not entered into an almost 
hopeless struggle and had allowed the 
company to suffer a loss~too trivial for 
it te feel. But ‘he chose to obey the 
primordial instirect that commapded him 
to fight. 

That there are many men like him is 
fortunate, not unfortunate, for the hu- 
man race, and his folly was the higher 
wisdom thaf commands the sacrifice of 
the Individual to the advantage and safety 
of the many. Dying as he did, he made 
the lives and the property of ue all more 
secure, and put society 'n his debt In & 
way and to a degree thet cannot be settied 
be any mere recognition of his heroje 
quality.
